FIRST DUELS IN ITALY. 


Magpie Combats Practiced In tbo 


Curly Day*. 


The firs' duel1- wcrt> fought in Italy 


according to Millin, t n. u ho -.pi aks ol 
a mnnubciipt t.>t>ioveiecl at Cnssi'l und 
described a duel between a fat hoi and 
a son in the reign of Emperor Theo-, 
doric. 
When Charlemagne forbad* 


wager of battle among the Lombard! 
he encountered the fiercest opposition 
from the nobles. Early in the ninth 
centurj De Medicis, a knight, defeated 
in single combat the bandit Mugel, 
who devastated the Florentine district, 
now called after him "Mugejlo." Otho 
II. granted the prayer of the nobility 
for the reestnblishment of wager ol 
battle in 988. Women and priests were 
not compelled to accept It. The Nor- 
mans showed less gallantry. 
With 


them a woman had to accept, nor could 
she name a champion. Her male op- 
ponent, however, was buried to his 
waist in the earth. Armed with a 
club, he tried to strike her as she en- 
circled around him, her weapon being 
a ball of iron at the end of a cord. If 
he failed to touch her at the third t- 
tempt, he was vanquished, which meant 
to him death with dishonor. 


Beccaiin sajs that the reason so 


many duels were fought in Italy in the 
early days is that where the law does 
not nfford protection one must look to 
single combat to retain the respect ot 
one's fellow men. In the middle ages 
the ferocity of Italian duels passes be 
lief. "Any way of putting an enemj 
to death ('Ogni modo') Is good enough," 
sa;s one of their writers. "When an 
Italian spares his vanquished adver- 
sary,'" says Bruntome, "he tnaims his 
arms and legs, aud gives him, as u 
memento of his kindness and gener- 
osity, a hideous gash across the face." 
Lampagoano practiced on a painted 
model of Galeazzo Sforza before he 
stabbed him. Dueling was called "La 
scienza cavalleresca."—Cornhill Maga- 
zine.

Relief in the shape of cool weather has 


at last come to the people of the city 
who have been suffering and sweltering 
daring nine days of the most severe and 
excessive heat. 
The stretch of hot 


weather was a record breaker and cool 
jreezes were never more welcome than 
;hose which have come during the past 
day or two. 


The change began on Saturday after 


;he rain. On that day there was a drop 
n the mercury of 40 degrees tbe maxi- 
mum temperature being 100 and the 
minimum 60 degrees. The rain began 
Saturday afternoon and stopped before 
6 o'clock but it began hgain during the 
evening and continued all night and 
until about 10 o'clock Sunday morning. 
Tbe rain was quite a general one and 
was rather heavy, the total precipita- 
tion being 1.19 inches. After the rain 
the atmosphere out of doors was cool 
but it was some time before the houses 
were cooled off. When one entered a 
louse the difference in temperature from 
out of doors was very preceptible»and 
the extent of the heat which had been 
endured could be better realized than 
lefore. 


The hot weather began on the second 


of July and for nine consecutive days 
the temperature wae 90 or above. Prof. 
Coonradt, the government weather ob- 
server, says that he has never in this 
locality recorded such a long stretch of 
hot weather.' He gives the following 
figures in regard to the temperature eaeh 
day showing the lowest and highest mark 
reached by the mercury:

ment thermometer box. 
From the 2(1 


of the month until the 10th it was al- 
most a steady increase each day. On 
Sunday the change was very great, the 
highest temperature being 82 degrees 
and the mercury running down as low 
as 63 degrees. 
Mr. Coonradt says that 


it is not likely there will be another 
such siege of hot weather this summer 
as there is seldom more than one season 
of very hot weather in the year. 


During the hot weather there was a 


great deal of moisture in the atmosphere 
and this made tbe heat harder to bear. 
There were four persons killed by the 
heat in one week and many others were 
prostrated and overcome. Today the 
temperature did not reach a high point 
and there was sufficient breeze to inak e 
it pleasant.

prosper. Confidence will be restored and 
prosperity will bet realized." 


yes times are bard and have baen hard 


ever since the low tariff people got into 
power by making a lot of people believe 
that the way to bring prosperity to Amer- 
ican worklngmen wag to lower the tariff, 
buy our goods from abroad Instead of 
making them for ourselves, and thus vote 
tbe demand for work In America away 
and give the work to the labor of Europe 
to produce goods for our consumption. 
Blind lenders were followed then, but in- 
itead of bettering the oordltlon of Amer- 
ican workingroen, as promised, not only 
they, but all tbe people have ever since 
supposed bard limps. 


Tbig professed friend of labor now 


vouchsafes tbe Information that times are 
bard and money scarce and assures ns 
that times are hard because money is 
scarce. This queer philosophy sesames 
that times are bard becarjge money is 
Boarce, and to tbe casual thinker It looks 
that way, and that Is why tbe demagogue 
seizes upon the statement for tbe purpose 
of deception. Money is not scarce. There 
la more money in tbe United States now 
than there was In 1898, when money war 
not soaice, bnt when the demagogue 


cause and effect " Remarkable logic, in- 
deed. 
Why did not this cause and efleot 


operate to make hard times in 1892 and 
prior to that time. Why did this cansti 
and effect only begin to operate when we 
voted our jobs a way? 


In 1890 we did not manufacture In this 


country, a pound of tin plate. We now 
have nearly 70,000 men, representing 
850,000 souls, at work in American mills 
at good wages ahd every fellow gets nil 
his earnings In money every Saturday 
night. Was that done by "placing more 
money In th» hands of the needy consum- 
er?" No, It was done by placing a duty of 
3.a cents a pound on foreign tin plate and 
thug giving American labor a chance to 
earn money. That duty was a guarantee 
that American capital Invested in Ameri- 
can tin mills would be protected while 
the industry was being established. Pro- 
tection creates a condition which war- 
rants the investment of capital in manu- 
facturing; manufacturing creates a de- 
mand for labor and the wages paid for 
labor does not make money plentiful, 
but It makes money circulate; the man 
who earns it and tbe man who pays it 
become liberal consumers; they buy the 
farmer's products, the merchant s goods 
and we cease to have bard times. Tear 
down these conditions as we tore them 
flown in 1S92 and we have hard times. 
Restore these conditions and the manu- 
facturer will find a market for his pro- 
ducts and business will be resumed. He 
will not wait as this foolish phllosophv 
assumes until tbe market cornea to him 
with cheap dollars made for tbe sake of 
having more money.

Congressman Lacey 
atrain defeated him last fall, but these 
defeats only served to strengthen his 
hold with the free silver minority in the 
state, and he was soon talked of for gov- 
ernor Hamilton county, of which Web- 
ster is the seat,'was the first county to 
declare for Boies for the presidency. 
Mr White is not popular with hearty 
leaders, but is very strong- with the 
rank and file-of the free silveVites.

FOOD PRODUQTS IN WAR TIMES. 
Nation* In Broil* Consume Large 


and Prodnee Snmll Quantities. 
A member of the British house oi 


commons discusses a question which 
•would have immediate and very serious 
interest for this country if the Eu- 
ropean war that is always to be re- 
garded as a possibility should actually 
scour. It haa already been proposed on 
the continent that in, case of war food 
be declared contraband. The primary 
effect of this would be to place Great 
Britain at a tremendous disadvantage 
if she were one of the parties to the 
contest. That country now imports 
food to the value of about $750,000,000 
a year. Of wheat and flour alone it im- 
ports 23,000,000 quarters a year and 
produces only 5,000,000 The stock on 
band is never more than three months^ 
supply and sometimes no more than 
one, so that making1 ijood contraband 
would be quite likely to result in a 
bread famine within a very moderate 
time. 


Of the vast quantity of food imported 


the United States furnishes about $200,- 
000,000 worth. If food shipped to Great 
Britain were recognized by the con- 
tending powers as contraband of war 
our trade would suffer immensely. In- 
surance of cargoes might easily rise1 
to a point which would stop shipments. 
Of the further effects it is unnecessary 
to speculate at present, but it ie evi- 
dent that the proposition to declare 
food products contraband has a vital 
interest for «s as very large shippers 
of such supplies. Mr. Seton Kerr, the 
author of the North American article, 
suggests that in no e\ent would this 
country join la recognizing the pro- 
posed addition to international law and 
in this he i& doubtless correct. 


For England the proposition is so 


threatening that Mr. Seton Kerr has 
introduced in the house of commons a 
resolution, since adopted, which de- 
clares the situation demands "tie seri- 
ous attention of her majesty's govern- 
ment." Great Britain cannot consent 
to the proposed change nor can she pre- 
vent its adoption by the continental 
powers if they choose to take such act 
tion, which indeed will give them, pos- 
sible advantages great enough to ac 
count for the open support the plan has 
received from some' of them, notably 
France. The gravity of the situation 
is further indicated by a proposition, 
which is said to be favorably consul 
•ered in England, for cr/eating there a 
government reserve of wheat sufficient 
to last at least six months. Govern 
ment authorities are believed to be giv 
Ing this project serious attention. If 
It is undertaken there will be a large 
new demand for American wheat. Per- 
haps that is all that will come of it, 
and thia Is 'greatly to be hoped.—Hart- 
ford Courant.

Antiquity of the Art E«tublt»lie<l by 


Recently Discovered ln»criptSonH. 
The earliest miners and metal work- 


ers of whom we- have, record were the 
Ayran peoples of Euro-Asian origin, 
who, though of pastoral and arboreal 
habits, were familiar with the metals 
and worked with them—at least with 
the metals gold, silver and bronze. 
Chaldeans and Assjnans, as we now 
know from the cuneiform inscriptions 
•which go back 3,000 years B. C., vv»r« 
undoubtedly expert in the use oi 
metals, while the Egyptians had an in- 
'timate knowledge of the arts and 
sciences. In the brick and other in- 
scriptions recently discovered artisans 
are seen at work with curious details 
of their methods and tools. Potters, 
indeed, had. attained eminence in theii 
art, and the Egyptians had certainly a 
knowledge of chemistry, as the sam- 
ples of their glass blowing and the 
stone pictures of tools, forceps, blow 
pipe, etc., prove. Gold was larg-ely used 
at an early period—between 4,000 and 
5,000 years B. C., as we find from some 
newly discovered and ingenious weigh 
ing balances. 
Many centuries oldei 


than the pyramids, which date from 50 
to 60 centuries back, we have exam 
pies of engineering in Memphis, which 
could not have been constructed with- 
out tools and necessarily an acquaint- 
ance with metals. The word "metals" 
is of Semitic origin—the Hebrew word 
"nratals," to forge, indicates an early 
^quaintaiMje with the fusing- of ores 
'and the malleability of metals. 


How these early primitive people dis 


covered the uses of things must, of 
course, have been through their wants 
and needs, particularly after 'they lef I 
pastoral and tent life and began to 
build cjtles. The Arabs are credited 
with being early acquainted with tht 
alloys, though alchemy, as a science 
dates only from the sixteenth cen- 
tury.—Self Culture.

OBLIGING 


How High English Official* Violate* 


the Law of TUoIr Country. 


Englishmen have recently learned 


with angry surprise that, at, the re- 
guest of a monarch, for whom they 
feel something the reverse of affection, 
the foreign ofhce and treasuiy officials 
entered three years ago into a success- 
ful conspiracy to vi late the law which, 
oi all on the Englisi. 
-tute books, was 


supposed to be the mot 
' e those of the 


Medes and Persians. V\. J the fathtr 
of the present Russian em;-eror died, 
there was on deposit to his ci edit in the 
Bank of England cash and bonds 
amounting to considerably over $1,000,- 
000. 
Thib, of course, like the personal 


estate of every Englishman, and of 
every foreigner with property in Eng- 
land, was subject to a heavy death 
duty. The young, czar had a natural 
disinclination for contributing to the 
revenue of a foreign country, so his 
representative in London was directed 
to ascertain if there was not some way 
of escaping the1 
tax. . 


An appeal to the comptroller of leg- 


acy and succession duties elicited the 
opinion that the /money would have to 
be paid, but this was accompanied with 
a promise to see whether a precedent 
for exemption could not be found. In- 
vestigation disclosed that in everj pre- 
vious instance of the kind, and they 
Were numerous, the tax had been col- 
lected to the last farthing. This was 
discouraging, but, for reasons not 
stated, the cabinet was determiner! to 
grant the czar's request, and so a way 
out of the difficulty was invented. 


The Bank of England people inti- 


mated to the treasury that they vcre 
willing to hand tne property over to the 
new czar, without requiring letters of 
administration to be presented (the ob- 
taining of which would have involved 
the payment of the duty), provided the 
treasury would take no exception to 
that course. 
Accordingly a written 


communication was sent to the bank, 
stating that "so far as the treasury 
was concerned the bank was author^ 
Ized to transfer to the present emperor' 
the property belonging to his late im- 
perial majesty." The money was there- 
upon released, the English taxpayers 
lost the benefit of £ 0 10 shillings out of 
every £ 100 which the late czar had on 
deposit in England at the time of his 
death, and the "j oung c^ar had been 
pleased at their expense.

Investigating thje episode does not ex- 
press any opinion on the propriety of 
making a concession for the sake of 
what it calls International comity, but 
the report declares with some energy 
that when the treasury decided to coun- 
tsaance what was not only "extra- 
statutory," but actually against the 
law, and by executive act to dispense 
with a payment to the exchoquer which 
it had no power to remit, it should have 
commurHctvted tho facts of ttie case to 
the comptroller and auditor general, 
who could, if he thought necessary, 
have brought them under the notice of 
parliament. No Buch communication 
was made, and the whole affair was 
wrapped in secrecy, and now the ques- 
tion is whether anybody can be hqld 
responsible for the amount of the duty,

MEBRII/L'S BICYCLE 


With a vertically sliding saddle post or 
Btudard which mo*, es up and down be- 
ween grooved rollers arranged in a 
boxing; m the top bur of the frame, as 
shown m Fig 2 The arrangement is 
such that, while the pedals are rising-, 
the crank with which the saddle stand- 
ard is connected makes its downward 
movement, the weight of the body be- 
ng thus applied to assist propulsion. 
There is also a. second or idle crank con- 
nected w i th and six inches in front of the 
>edal crank, there being a shoelike con- 
ipctlon between the pedals of the 
cracks, this feature being designed to 
afford moi e freedom and a better sup- 
port for the feet, in connection with the 
movement of the saddle, which has a 
slight fore and aft as well as an up and 
down motion. To the rear of the sad- 
dle are connected shoulder straps, 
adapted for application as shown in the 
full and dotted lines of Fig I, BO that 
when the rider presses down upon the 
pedals, and raises his body, he will exert 
in upward pull on the crank with which 
the saddle standard is connected. The 
Improvement is also designed for appli- 
cation to tricycles and nil forms of foot 
propelling vehicles.—Scientific Ameri-
